The Board of Nursing proposes amendments to these regulations in order to increase certain
fees pursuant to its statutory mandate to levy fees as necessary to cover expenses of the board.
The $25 renewal fee for prescriptive authority is not being changed, but the reinstatement fee
will increase and a new late fee of $10 is established. Fees sufficient to fund the operations of
the Board are essential for activities such as licensing, approval of nurse education programs,
investigation of complaints, and adjudication of disciplinary cases.

8 54.1-2400. General powers and duties of health regulatory boards.--The general powersand
duties of health regulatory boards shall be:

The purpose of the proposed amendments to these regulations is to establish fees sufficient to cover
the adminigrative and disciplinary activities of the Board of Nursing under which these professons
are regulated. Without adequate funding, the licenang of nurse practitioners and the approva of
prescriptive authority could be ddayed. In addition, sufficient funding is essentid to carry out the
investigetive and disciplinary activities of the Board in order to protect the public hedth, safety and
welfare.

Need for Fee |l ncreases

The need to increase feesfor the Board of Nursing was established in the submission of
proposed regulations, 18 VAC 90-20-10 et seq., which setsfeesregistered nurses, licensed
practical nurses, clinical nurse specialists, and certified nurseaides. Approval for
promulgation of those regulations was given on November 3, 1999. In the analysis of
projected fees submitted with those proposed regulations, it was assumed that feesfor

nur se practitioner s and massage ther apists would be increased accordingly and
consistently with the Principlesfor Fee Development. Therefore, in order to meet the
revenue proj ections that were submitted, it is necessary to adopt the feesin Proposal #2 of
the attached analysis.

It is necessary for the Board of Nursing to increase their feesin order to cover expenses for
essentid functions of licendng, investigation of complaints againgt nurses, adjudication of
disciplinary cases, and the review and approva of nurang education programs. The budget for
the Board of Nursing is funded through fees set in regulations governing nurses (18 VAC 90-20-
10), nurse practitioners (18 VAC 90-30- 10), prescriptive authority (18 VAC 90-40-10) and
massage therapists (18 VAC 90-50-10). Proposed amendments to increase fees for registered
nurses, practical nurses, and nurse aides (in 18 VAC 90-20-10 et seq.) have been published, and
find amended regulations will be adopted February 15, 2000.

Initsanayss of the funding under the current fee structure for programs under the Board of
Nursing, the following deficits were projected:

FY Ending Board Amount Per cent

6/30/02 Nursing -$4.615,498 -50.5%

§ 54.1-113 of the Code of Virginia requires thet at the end of each biennium, an andyss of revenues
and expenditures of each regulatory board shal be performed. It is necessary that each board have
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aufficient revenue to cover its expenditures. Since the fees from licensees no longer generate
aufficient funds to pay operating expenses for the Board of Nursng, a fee incresse for dl its
licenseesis essntid.

Despite the efficiencies and reductions in gaff (MEL from 132 to 125) which the Department
and the Board have undertaken in the past five years, funding from fees has faled to keep up
with expenditures. Renewd fees for nurse practitioners are currently $30 each biennium and
have not been increased since 1989. The biennid renewa fee for prescriptive authority has been
$25 since such authorizations were first issued in 1992, and no increase is proposed at thistime.

Fee increases are related to increased need for funds for staff pay and related benefit increases
included in the Governor's budget and for the general costs of doing business beyond the
department’s control (Y2K compliance, the hedth practitioner intervention program, ingalation
of new computer system, relocation of the Department, etc.).

Fee increases for some categories of licensees regulated by the Board of Nursing are necessary in
order for the Board and the Department to continue performing essentid functions of licenang
new nurses and of protecting the public from continued practice by incompetent or unethica
Nurses.

18 VAC 90-40-10 et seg. Regulations for Prescriptive Authority for Licensed Nurse
Practitioners

18 VAC 90-40-60. Reinstatement of prescriptive authority.

Amendments are proposed to conform the policies on reingtatement of the Board of Nursing to
those in the “Principles for Fee Development” for dl boards within the Department.  Under the
current rule, anyone who is late renewing his prescriptive authority (even by one day) would
pay the current renewd fee and a reinstatement fee of $25. The proposed rule who require a
person who wants to renew an expired license within one renewa cycle to pay alate fee of $10
and the current renewd fee. Beyond the biennium, the lapsed authority could be reingtated by
submission of areingatement gpplication and payment of areinstatement fee of $60.

The board aso proposes a higher fee for reinstatement of a license, which has been suspended
or revoked ($85), to recover some of the cogts for holding a hearing of the board.

18 VAC 90-40-70. Feesfor prescriptive authority.

Fees are amended as follows:
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Currently, anyone who does not renew his prescriptive authority by the due date must be
“reindated” at a cost of $25, regardiess of the amount of time the license was expired.

Proposed regulations would establish a late fee of $10 for anyone who renews the expired
license within the biennium (approximately 35% of the biennid renewd). If the license is
dlowed to Igpse beyond the biennium, it would require reinstatement with an gpplication
review fee and payment of the late fee and biennid renewa fee for a combined total of
$60. For reingtatement following suspension or revocetion, the applicant would pay a fee
of $85 to help offsat the additiona disciplinary cost for a reinstatement hearing.

The cost for producing and sending a duplicate authorization has been reduced, so the
proposed fee decreases from $10 to $5 and reflects the actual cost.

The proposed fee of $25 is esimated to be the actud administrative cogts for processing
and collecting on a returned check; it is proposed to be the same fee for dl boards within
the Department.

Prior to condderation of amendments to regulations by the Board of Nursng, the Department of
Hedth Professons set forth a set of principles by which dl boards would be guided in the
devdopment of regulations. The “Principles for Fee Development” are intended to provide
dructure, condgtency, and equity for al professonads regulated within the Department. In
condderation of various dternatives and issues surrounding the adoption of fees, the Principles
served to guide the Board in the development of an appropriate and necessary fee.

ISSUE 1. Proration of initial licensure fees based on timing within the renewal cycle an
applicant isinitially licensed.

It is unknown at the time of gpplication for initid licensure when or if the goplicant will
quaify. Applicants may be delayed or indigible because they fal to subsequently submit
required information (such as transcripts or verification from other sates), do not meet
subgtantive requirements (education, experience, moral character, etc.) or fail to passan
examination. While most candidates are eventualy found digible, it isimpossible to predict
when or if any given candidate will be licensed.

Therefore, in order to prorate an initid ‘license feg for the current period of licensure it
would require the assessment, after the determination of digibility, of each newly qudified
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candidate. To accomplish this, the Department would need to incur a cost to program automated
systems to generate assessments in various occupationa categories. In addition to generating the
assessment, the agency will be required to receive and account for the additiona payment. This
task could possibly be contracted out, as we do with anumber of lock box transactions. All
exceptions to lock box transactions, however, are handled in-house, which is an activity that
would result in additiona adminigtrative codts.

Prorating of fees would have negaive impact on prompt licensng of nurse practitioners
and issuance of prescriptive authority. It is likedy that it would add a minimum of 14 days and
likedy average 21 days to the time it will take to issue a license after gpprova (the period to
generae an assessment, mailing out, writing of a check, return mail, and accounting for the feg).
In many cases a candidete is legaly prohibited from employment until the license is in hand.
Therefore, the equity that may be achieved by prorating fees will not be of sufficient value to
lead to its implementation.  During the two to three weeks of dday, the applicant could have
been working with a license issued promptly upon approva by the Board. The additiond income
eaned during that period would far exceed the smdl amount of the initid licensure fee tha
might have been saved by a system of proration.

In the proposed regulations, dl applicants for a nurse practitioner license or prescriptive
authority would be licensed for a full two years once digibility has been determined. Since these
professons renew biennidly in their birth month, some gpplicants may receive more than two
years, but no one would receive less than the equivdent of a biennid renewd, which is the
amount caculated for initia licensure in the application fee.

Advantages and disadvantagesto the licensees

As is stated above, the advantage of not prorating fees is that initiad licensure can occur in a
more timely manner. For those who are gpplying for licensure, the license is issued as soon as
examination results or verifying documentation has been forwarded to the board, usudly within one
or two working days. All newly licensed nurse practitioners recelve a least a full biennia renewd
cycle, so thereis no advantage to prorating the initid licensure fee,

ISSUE 2. Establishment of different fees for renewing an expired license ver sus reinstating
alapsed license.

Currently, Board of Nursing regulations require a fee of $25 for an expired license,
regardless of the amount of time elapsed — one day or ten years. For a person who is smply late
in paying the renewa fee, the current “reingatement” fee may seem excessve. In the Principles,
there is a didtinction made between those who are expired (have faled to renew within one
renewd cycle)) and those who are Bpsed (have faled to renew beyond one renewa cycle). The
appropriate late fee for an expired license should be st at 35% of the renewa fee ($20 for a
nurse practitioner and $10 for prescriptive authority); the current renewa fee must aso be paid.
Since a reingatement gpplication is required for a licensee to reindtae a lgpsed license, the
reingtatement fee should include the current renewal fee, the late fee, and a credentid review fee.
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Reingatement of a license which has been suspended or revoked necessitates an
additional cogt of a hearing before a pand of the Board. Therefore, a fee of $125 is proposed for
reinstatement of a susgpended or revoked nurse practitioner license and $85 for reingatement of
prescriptive authority in order to recover some of those costs to the Board.

Advantages and disadvantagesto the licensees

For persons who are late in paying their biennid renewa but who pay within two years,
there would be an advantage in the proposed regulations. Currently, the late fee is $25; the
proposed late fee is $20. For those who fal to renew a license for more than a biennium, the
proposed reingtatement will be a higher fee to cover the costs of a reinstatement application and
the late fee.

I SSUE 3. Uniformity among boardsfor setting miscellaneous fees.

In setting proposed fees for miscellaneous activities of the Board, the Principles cdl for
uniformity among boards and regulated entitiess Such activities as replacement of a duplicate
license, duplicate certificate, or processng and collecting on a bad check are amilar for dl
boards and should be based on cost estimates provided by the Deputy Director for Finance of the

Department.
Advantages and disadvantages to the licensees

The advantage of proposed regulationsis that al persons licensed or certified by aboard
under the Department of Health Professons will consstently pay a fee for miscellaneous activities
determined by actuad costs for that activity. There will not be inconsstent fees for licensees
regulated under different boards. For nurse practitioners, the fee for aduplicate license or
authorization will be reduced from $10 to $5; the fee for areturned check will increase from $15 to
$25.

Advantage or disadvantagesto the public

Fee increases proposed by the Board of Nursing should have no disadvantage to the consuming
public. Thereisno projection of areduction in the number of gpplicants for licensure or the number
of licensed persons available to provide nursing servicesto the public. Anincreasein the bienniad
renewa fee will result in an additiona $10 per year for a nurse practitioner’s license, and thereisno
proposed increase in the biennia renewal for prescriptive authority.

There would be considerable disadvantages to the public if the Board of Nursing took no action to
addressits deficit and increase fees to cover its expenses. The only dternative currently available
under the Code of Virginiawould be a reduction in services and staff, which would result in delays
in licenang applicants who would be unable to work. Potentialy, the most serious consequence
would be areduction in or reprioritization of the investigation of complaints againgt nurse
practitioners. In addition, there may be delaysin adjudicating cases of substandard care, neglect,
abuse or other violations, resulting in potentia danger to the patients who are often the most sick
and vulnerable consumers in the Commonwedlth.

Prior to the publication of a Notice of Intended Regulatory Action to increase fees of the
Board, the agency considered three possible solutionsto the deficitsin the Board of
Nursing. They were:

1. General Fund Support. To permit Generad Fund support, the Code of Virginia would
need to be amended to alow such funding as the Code restricts board revenue to fees.

2. Reduction in department/boar d operations and staff . In order to prevent deficit
gpending, the department would basically need to lay off staff to reduce expenses
associated with operations. The net result being a delay in the performance of or the
elimination of investigations and discipline, license renewas, and educationa program
gpprovas. Delaysin licensng and investigation could place the generd population at
health risk as nurses and nurse aides who should not be practicing would continue to
practice, and the supply of nurses needed for the hedlth system would be delayed or
curtailed. It is believed that these consequences would not be acceptable to the
adminigration, the Generd Assembly, or to the generd public.
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3. Increase fees through the promulgation of regulations. An dternative isto seek the
revenue from licensees and applicants to fully fund appropriated expenditures.

Applicants may be ddayed or indigible because they fall to
subsequently submit required information (such as transcripts or verification from other
dates), do not meet substantive requirements (education, experience, mora character,
etc.) or fall to pass an examination. While most candidates are eventudly found digible,
it isimpossble to predict when or if any given candidate will be licensed.

Therefore, in order to prorate an initid ‘licensefee' for the current period of
licensure it would require the assessment, after the determination of digibility, of each
newly qudified candidate (estimated to be 5880 per year, including licensure by
examination and endorsement). This represents a new series of transactions. To
accomplish this, the board would need to incur a cost to program automated systems to
generate assessments in various occupationa categories. In addition to generating the
assessment, the agency will be required to receive and account for the additiona
payment. This task could possibly be contracted out, as we do with a number of lock box
transactions. All exceptionsto lock box transactions however, are handled in-house,
which is an activity that would result in additional adminigretive cogts.

Prorating of fees would have negative impact on prompt licensng of nurse
practitioners. It is likely that it would add a minimum of 14 days and likely average 21
days to the time it will take to issue a license after approva (the period to generate an
assessment, mailing out, writing of a check, return mail, and accounting for the fee). In
many cases a candidate is legdly prohibited from employment until the license is in
hand. Therefore, the equity that may be achieved by prorating fees will not be of
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aufficient vaue to lead to its implementation.  During the two to three weeks of dday,
the applicant could have been working with a license issued promptly upon approva by
the Board. The additional income earned during that period would far exceed the smdl
amount of the initid licensure fee that might have been saved by a system of proration.

In the proposed reguldtions, al applicants for a nurse practitioner license would
be licensed for a full two years once digibility has been determined. Since nurse
practitioners renew biennidly in thar birth month, some gpplicants may recave a little
more than two years, but no one would receive less than the equivalent of a biennid
renewd, which is the amount calculated for initid licensure in the gpplication fee.

2. Establishment of different fees for renewing an expired license versus reinstating
alapsed license.

Currently, Board of Nursing regulations require a fee of $25 for an expired nurse
practitioner license, regardiess of the amount of time elgpsed — one day or ten years. For
a person who is amply late in paying the renewd fee the current “reindtatement” fee
may seem excessve. In the Principles, there is a digtinction made between those who are
expired (have faled to renew within one renewd cycle)) and those who are lapsed (have
faled to renew beyond one renewad cycle). The agppropriate late fee for an expired
license has been st a 35% of the renewa fee ($20 for a nurse practitioner and $10 for
precriptive authority); the current renewa fee must aso be pad. Since a reinstatement
gpplication is required for a licensee to reindate a lgpsed license, the reinstatement fee
should include the current renewd fee, the late fee, and a credentia review fee.

Reinstatement of a license which has been suspended or revoked necesstates an
additionad cost of a hearing before a pandl of the Board. Therefore, a fee of $125 is
proposed for reingtatement of a suspended or revoked nurse practitioner license or $85
for prescriptive authority to recover some of those costs to the Board.

3. Uniformity among boards for setting miscellaneous fees.

In setting proposed fees for miscellaneous activities of the Board, the Principles
cdl for uniformity among boards and regulated entities.  Such activities as replacement of
a duplicate license, duplicate cetificate, or processng and collecting on a bad check are
amilar for dl boards and should be based on cost estimates provided by the Deputy
Director for Finance of the Department.

Adoption of fee proposal for licensed nurse practitionersand prescriptive authority.

Prior to its adoption of proposed regulations, the Board discussed the “Principles for Fee
Development” prepared by saff of the Department and reviewed the policies for gpplying those
Principles to fees of the Board. It then consdered three proposas prepared by the Finance
Office of the Depatment, al of which follow the Principles for fee development but increase
fees at adiffering rate.
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Given its datutory responsbility to levy fees sufficient to meet expenses of the Board,
proposal #2 was adopted as the most reasonable and least burdensome. Proposal #1 would bring
in sufficent revenue in each of the next two biennia but would be insufficient to diminate an
accumulated the deficit; the Board would continue in a deficit podtion through the 2002-04
biennium. The Board found that unacceptable. Proposd #3 would eiminate the deficit by the
end of the 2000-02 biennium but would creste a surplus in excess of 10% by the concluson of

the 2002-04 biennium. The Board found that dternative unacceptable because the fee increase
would excessve,

Proposal #2 is acceptable to the Department, which depends on the revenue of the Board
of Nursng for 35.6% of its dlocated costs. Revenues of the Board would be sufficient to cover
its cogts during the next biennium and would reduce the deficit to gpproximately $250,000. The
Board would likely be in a break-even pogtion during the middle of the next biennium and then
would be begin to redize amodest surplus.

Therefore, the Board unanimoudy adopted the fee structure reflected in proposa #2 and
proposed the necessary amendments to its regulations.

Public Comment

Please summarize all public comment received during the NOIRA comment period and provide the
agency response.

The Notice of Intended Regulatory Action was published on November 22, 1999 and
subsequently sent to gpproximately 1100 persons or organizations on the Public Participation
Guiddines Mailing Lig of the Board. The deadline for comment was December 22, 1999 and
there was no comment received.

Clarity of the Regulation

Please provide a statement indicating that the agency, through examination of the regulation and relevant
public comments, has determined that the regulation is clearly written and easily understandable by the
individuals and entities affected.

Prior to the adoption of proposed regulations by the Board, the Deputy Director of the Department
of Hedth Professons dong with other members of the staff developed a set of Principles by which
boards would be guided in the development of fees mandated by the Code of Virginia The purpose
of the Principles was to provide guidance for clarity, reasonableness and consistency among boards
and among professons regulated within a single board. The darity and reasonableness of the
language that was adopted had the gpprova of the licensees and citizen members of the Board of
Nursing and the Assistant Attorney Generd who worked with the Board on regulaory language.
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Please supply a schedule setting forth when the agency will initiate a review and re-evaluation to
determine if the regulation should be continued, amended, or terminated. The specific and measurable
regulatory goals should be outlined with this schedule. The review shall take place no later than three
years after the proposed regulation is expected to be effective.

The proposed amendments to these regulations will be reviewed following publication in the
Regiger and the 60-day public comment period. If there are any ord or written comments received,
the Board will consider revisonsto the proposd prior to adoption of find regulations.

Public Participation Guidelines of the Board of Nursng (18 VAC 90-10-10 & seq.) require a
thorough review of regulations each biennium. In addition, 8 54.1-113 of the Code of Virginia
requires a review of the fee dructure a the close of each biennium. Therefore, the Board will
review thisregulation in 2001-02 and will recommend amendments as necessary.

Any review which indicates that the Board is accumulating a surplus in funds in excess of 10% of
revenue over budget would result in proposed regulations to reduce fees. That action could be
expedited under an exemption from the Adminigtrative Process Act (8 96.14:4.1 of the Code of
Virginia).

In addition, the Board receives public comment a each of its meetings and will consder any request
for amendments.  Petitions for rule-making dso receive a response from the Board during the
mandatory 180 days in accordance with its Public Participation Guiddines.

Family Impact Statement

Please provide an analysis of the proposed regulatory action that assesses the potential impact on the
institution of the family and family stability including the extent to which the regulatory action will: 1)
strengthen or erode the authority and rights of parents in the education, nurturing, and supervision of their
children; 2) encourage or discourage economic self-sufficiency, self-pride, and the assumption of
responsibility for oneself, one’s spouse, and one’s children and/or elderly parents; 3) strengthen or erode
the marital commitment; and 4) increase or decrease disposable family income.

The agency has reviewed the proposed regulation in relation to its impact on the institution of
the family and family stability. There would be no effect of the proposal on the authority and
rights of parents, economic self-sufficiency or the martial commitment. There would also be no
effect on disposable family income, since there would be no increase in the renewal fee for a
nurse practitioner with prescriptive authority.
